Salt and Fresh Water Lakes 

Fresh water lakes are always only 
expansions of rivers, due to the par- 
ticular topographical configuration of 
a valley, Thoy are all characterized 
by the fact that the water that they 
recoive rung out either continuously or 
intermittently and that the chemical 
constitution of their water remains 
constantly the same as that of the 
atreams and rivers of the same region. 
Salt lakes, on the other hand, are al- 
ways closed basins, without outlet, and 
their water is removed only by surface 
evaporation. These facts being well 
understood, we see at once why the 
former lakes contain fresh water and 
the others salt water. Water is na- 
ture’s great solvent. Hardly a single 
substance, simple or compound, es- 
capes its dissolving action. Conse- 
quently the water that flows over the 
earth’s surface or in its depths con- 
tains” constantly \ in 
stances that finally-accumulate in the 
great common reservoir, the ocean, 
whose mass, removed only by avapor- 
ation, becomes more and more 
charged with saline matter.

USE OF WATER IN IRRIGATION 
OCCUPIED ATTENTION OF 
MEN IN AGES PAST 


The Elghth Annual Corvention of the 
Western Canada Irrigation Associa- 
tion to be Held in Penticton, B.C., 
This Year—Frominent Men Will 
Take Part in Proceedings. 

On the tablete of clay at Babylon, 
Many years ago, were engraved rules 
for the proper use of water in irriga- 
tion.

RAPID TRANSPORTATION 


Flying Train at Eight Hundred Miles 
an Hour 

The latest thing in engineering is 
a flying train, without wheels, wings 
or any kind of mutor, capable, it is 
said, of travelling at anything be- 
tween 300 and 600 miles an hour! i 

The inventor of this new “speeder 
is Mr. Emile Bachelet, a French gen- 
tleman by birth, who told the Lord 
Mayor of London that, “we could 
bring your mails from gLiverpool to 
London in less than an hour, and 
give you fifty deliveries a day.” 
“ The principle of the flying train is 
very simple. For many years it has 
been known that a magnetic coil of a 
certain type when charged by an al- 
ternating current repels, instead of at- 
‘tracting, current metals. Mr. Bachelet 
has succeeded in so increasing this 
power of repulsion as to be able to 
use it to counteract the force of grav- 
‘ity and keep solid bodies floating in 
‘the air—“levitated” as modern magic- 
ians would say. 

He showed the Lord Mayor that a 
slab of aluminum weighing several 
pounds floats in the air above such 


jonly be pressed down into contact 
with it by the exercise of immense 
force. Yet the same streams of ener- 
fy which eupport the aluminum slab 
| passed through a similar plate of steel 
or through the human hand without 
any effect. 

When the Lord Mayor held an alu- 
minium disc on his palm over the 
magnetic field, the disc was tossed 
into the air, apparently by witchcraft, 
but the Lord Mayor felt not the 
slightest sensation. The application 
of this force to purposes of traction is 
obvious. 

For his working model the inventor 
has built a car with aluminium plates 
underneath. Against these plates 
play streams of energy from a num- 
ber of coils placed at short intervals; 
‘the car is thus lifted from the track 
and loses all apparent weight, the 
forces of gravit: being exactly coun- 
terbalanced. The car is, in fact, 
floating on the air, and can be moved 
laterally by the lightest touch. 

Powerfii magnets at much wider 
intosvals than the “repulsion cyils” 
draw the car. swiftly along, as a 
needle can be drawn along the surface 
of the water by similar means, and as 
air resistance is the only opposing 
force, the speed attained might well 
be terrific. 

One of the most astonishing things 
about Mr. Bachelet’s repulsion coils 
is that a single one of them, costing 
about twenty-five cents, can keep 
something like 40 pounds of alumin- 
ium floating above it, entircly de- 
prived of weight so long as the cur- 
rent continues. 

The coils resemble cotton . spools 
some three inches in diameter and

Or PERSEVERANCE 


{Claim For the Illegal Seizure of a 
Canadian Vessel in 1812, Has Been 
Urged at Washington Persevering- 
ly Ever Since the Close of the War. 
Mark Twains ludicrous sketch of a 

certain George Fisher, deceased, 
whose meagre worldly possessions 
were destroyed by United States 
troops in 1813 is wel) known; in 1848 
the heirs filed a first claim, subse- 
}quently many subsidiary claims, 80 
that when the humorist “let go his 
bolt,” on the Fishcr family fortunes 
the heirs had eecured in damages and 
various accrued interests something 
in six figures of good American dol- 
lars. 

The award of the American and 
British Claims Tribunal] at Washing- 
ton, the:other day, for the illegal 
seizure of the Canadian vessel, Lord 
Nelson, in 1812, granting the owner's 
heirs $5,000, with 93 yeara’ interest at 
4 per cent., proves once again that 
fiction has to “go some” to beat out 
truth. Singulerly enough, the motto 
of the Crooks family concerned is 
“Perseverando” and the family claim 
has been urged at Washington in- 
termittently but perseveringly ever 
since the war, which really begun 
with the illegal seizure alluded to. 
The belated judgment, which at lust 
has been given, nets the Crooks’ heirs 
$23,000. By the treaty of 1910 un- 
der Which th2y secured it, they got 
only 4 per cent. though their claim 
was for six. The latter would en- 
title them to over a million dollars, 
but it is not known at present wheth- 
er Barrister A. D. Crooks of Toronto, 
grandson of the Hon. James Crooks 
—one of the two brothers who owned 
the Lord Nelson—will elect to say: “I 
will persevere,” or not. In 1817 a de- 
cree made by the court of the North- 
ern District of New York pronounced 
the seizure of the boat, and is making 
over into a United States war vessel 
at Sackett’s Harbor, illegal, and di- 
recting $5,000 to ba paid the claimants. 
In the mcantime, however, Theron 
Rudd, clerk of the court, has abscond- 
ed with all the court funds; this was 
the first of a lengthy series of near- 
awards given, one being a decree of 
the Court of Claims in 1859, which 
held that the claimants were entitled 
to only $183.50, or their share of the 
monies recovered by the United States 
government from the defaulting court 
clerk.

A Remarkable Prophecy of Panama 

A remarkable prophecy made by 
Goethe to his friend Eckermann on 
February 21, 1827, has just been re- 
called with reference to the Panama 
canal, now open to traffic. 

“So much, however, is certain,” 
said the poet, “that if they succeed 
in cutting such a canal that ships of 
any burden and size can be navigat- 
ed through it from the Mexican Gulf 
| to the Pacific Ocean, innumerable ben- 
| efits would result to the whole human 
race, civilized. and uncivilized. But I 
should wonder if the United States 
| were to let an opportunity escape of 
getting such work into their own 
hands. It may be foreseen that this 
young state, with its decided predilec- 
tion to the west, will in thirty or for- 
ty years have occupied and peopled 
the large tract of #and beyond the 
Rocky Mountains. It may, further- 
more, be foreseen that along. the 
whole coast of the Pacific Ocean, 
where nature has already formed the 
most capacious and secure harbors, 
important commercial towns will 
gradually arise for the furtherance of 
a great intercourse between China and 
the East Indies and the United States. 
* * * YT therefore repeat that it 
is absolutely indispensable for the 
United States to effect a passage from 
the Mexican Gulf to the Pacific 
Ocean; and I am certain that they 
will do it.”

Waiting For Suffrage 3 

A clergyman who addresse da Mont- 
real suffrage league not long ago 
thought that a regrettable mistake of 
some of the workers for suffrage was 
overlooking other responsibilities in 
the meantime. A great deal could be 
done to better the conditions among 
the poor, without the vote. The speak- 
er urged the enlistment of those who 
were idle in social work. 

“Let women go upon the platform 
and speak upon political questions, 
saying no word of suffrage,” said a 
speaker at the inaugural meeting of) 
the Political Equality League in To- 
ronto. It would prove, he said, the 
best suffrage argument they couid 
offer. Let them take hold of every 
great public question, and make it 
a servant of suffrage, showing men 
how to make politics clean. Another 
speaker on that occasion said of the 
“new woman” that she is merely the 
newly-awakened woman. Contrary to 
the usual contention of men, woman's 
great fault has been silence’ It was 
always admitted that she could talk, 
but not that she could speak. Now 
women speakers appear who speak 
with a feminine eloquence all their 
own and a logic toc fine to be called 
masculine. 

Miss Pethick, a suffrage visi.or 
from England, closely identified with 
the movement there, hoped that Can- 
adian women might get the vote, but 
not too soon. “If you get it too soon 
half the women won't know its 
worth, but if you have to struggle 


for it, women will be better educated, 
and will do more with the ballot 
when they get it.”

WEST INTERESTED IN 


ONE THIRD OF INCOME 
DEMANDED IN TAXES 


THE RICH MAN IN ENGLAND 
MUST CONTRIBUTE HEAVILY 
TO TREASURY 


This Calculation Hag Been Made by 
Sir William Lever—He Likes the 
Idea, However, and Thinks That the 
System of British Taxation is Ideal. 
Under the new scheme of taxation 

introduced by David Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, in his 
budget for 1915-16, a man having an 
income from a capita] of five mililon 
dollars will have to pay one-third of 
his income in taxes. 

In the first place he has to pay 28 
cents on every five dollars in income 
tax; then he has to pay a similar 
amount in auper-tax, and when he 
dies one dollar on every five of what 
is left has to be paid for death and 
estate duties. The total is figured at 
just one-third of the income. 

This calculation hag been made by 
Sir William Lever, one of ‘the mil- 
lionaires who will have to pay, but 
who does not object. 

“I like it,” he seid. “In my view 
the ideal system of taxation, both 
local and imperial is through the in- 
come tax, the super-tax, death 
duties, land tax, site value tax, and 
taxation upon luxuries, such as al- 
Peace tobucco, ets. Everything else 
ree.” ; 

While Lloyd-George has followed 
his predecessors in his system of 
taxation, except that he has increas- 
ed the rate of income and super-tax 
and death duties go that the wealthy 
have to pay the lion’s share, he has 
gone to other countries for some of 
his ideas. His taxation of site values 
is based or the law now in vogue in 
British Columbia, while he has gone 
to the American*income tax law for 
the idea of making money accruing 
to British subjects from investments 
abroad pay its share of taxation. 

In recent years British capitalists 
have made immense investments in 
foreign countries. When the income 
| from these investments were brought 
home to be spent, the. government 
under the old law did ‘not touch it. 
Now Lloyd George says all income 
of British subjects resident in the 
United Kingdom must contribute to 
the imperial revenue, These foreign 
investments are estimated at over a 
billion and g haif dollars, and from 
this the chancellor hopes to secure 
$1,250,000 this year, and double that 
amount next year. The revenue from 
income tax and death duties this year 
rn amount to so:nething like o44.u..,- 

In spite of these increases, Sir Geo. 
Paish, editor of the Statist, says the 
burden of taxation is much smaller 
than it hag been in modern history. 
In 1880, when the expenditure came 
to $41,000,000, it was raised out of a 
national income of five billion doilars. 
Now the national income reaches the 
enormous total of $12,000,000,000 so 
it can easily stand the increased ex- 
penditure. Sir George argues thut 
‘"nelond can bear still greater - in- 
creases in her budget. 

“There are good grounds,” he says, 
“for believing that the income and 
wealth of this country will again 
double in another thirty years. When 
it reaches twenty-five billion dollars 
;and I have no doubt thet it will 
| within a generation, a budget of two 
| and a half biilion dollars will be 
borne more easily than the burden of 
a million dollars in 1914.”

To keep your temper is rather a: 
good idea, said Dr. Strickland Goodall 
in a lecturs at the Institute of Hygiene. 
Every time the heart contracts, he 
said, its force would raise a weight of 
two pounds to thy height of one foot, 
and it does this from 70 to 140 times 
every minute. 

Acute heart strain was difficult to 
produce in a young, well nourished 
and healthy adult;but it was very easy 
to produce if the heart muscles was 
anaemic or poisoned or was the seat 
of degenerative disease. 

Running to catch a train increased 
the heart’s work by 228 foot pounds 
a minute. Ascending a staircase slow- 
ly increased the heart’s work by 112 
foot pounds; ascending quickly by 162 
foot pounds. 

The enormous amount of total extra 
work done by the heart was shown in 
the experiment of riding a bicycle up 
hill, the gradient of which was one in 
ten and the length 2,904 feet. The ride 
occupled three and one-half minutes, 
and the total extra work done by tis 
beart was no less than one and one- 
eighth foot tons. 

A rest of half an hour daily would 
Save in a year 219,000 foot pounds of 
work on the heart.—London Chron- 
icle.
